NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Alien registering to vote as felony offense -- penalty. An individual who10

is not a citizen of the United States who knowingly registers to vote in an election in this state is guilty of a felony11

offense and upon conviction shall be punished as provided by law.12

Section 2.  Section 13-1-111, MCA, is amended to read:14

"13-1-111.  Qualifications of voter. (1) No person may be entitled to vote at elections unless he has15

the following qualifications An individual may not vote unless the individual:16

(a)  He must be is registered as required by law.;17

(b)  He must be is 18 years of age or older.;18

(c)  He must be is a resident of the state of Montana and of the county in which he the individual offers19

to vote for at least 30 days.; and20

(d)  He must be is a citizen of the United States.21

(2)  No person An individual convicted of a felony has the right to may not vote while he the individual22

is serving a sentence in a penal institution.23

(3)  No person An individual adjudicated to be of unsound mind has the right to may not vote, unless he24

the individual has been restored to capacity as provided by law.25

(4)  An individual violating subsection (1)(d) is guilty of a felony and upon conviction shall be punished26

as provided by law."27
